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You Can Help Nab. 
Hit-And-Run Drivers 
(Continued from Last Week)

Our lab work is done by the 
Attorney-General's laboratory, & 
provincially - financed organiza- 
tion of about 50 scientists and 
technicians. in Toronto who each 
year examine, test, match and 
analyze physical evidence in 
thousands of crimes and acci- 
dents from all over Ontario, in- 
@luding 100 or more hit-and-run 
cases, 

_ Bhey can often tell you, for in- 
gtance, not only whether a cer- 
tain sliver of glass came from a 
certain damaged headlight after 
you've found a suspicious vehicle 
—they can tell you before you've 
found any vehicle whether you 
should be looking for a big 
American-style car or a_ little 
European model, and perhaps 
what make it is, too, By study- 
ing microscopically thin layers of 
a single flake of paint, they can 
tell you what color a car was 
before its last paint job. I'll 
never forget the case in which 
the victim, a pedestrian, had been 
wearing tweed trousers. We trac- 
ed a car, felt sure it was the 
right one, but couldn't prove it. 


Then, in the dust on the front . 


bumper, the lab men found an 
imprint in a tweed pattern. Using 
the victim’s trousers they some- 
how managed to produce a sé€c- 
ond imprint elsewhere on the 
bumper. In court they showed 
that the two imprints were iden- 
tical in every detail. The driver 
was convicted. 


Of course we make deductions 
from many other kinds of clues. 
From skid marks, for instance, 
we can tell not only which way 
a driver was headed before the 
crash but where he first applied 
his brakes, how good the brakes 
were and how fast he was going. 

When you consider how many 
useful things we can find at the 
scene—things that aren't useful 


if they're disturbed by bystand- 


ers—you can appreciate that the 
officer who tells the crowd to 
keep back and not touch any- 
thing is not just putting on a 
Sherlock Holmes act. If you hap- 
pen upon a serious hit-and-run 
accident before police get there, 
you'll do them a good service by 
leaving things alone and advising 
others to do likewise. (Even the 
injured should be left as they are 
unless they're obviously exposed 
to danger.) f 

We're always glad to hear of 
aomebody taking charge that way 
if our men are delayed in reach- 
ing the scene. And it makes all 
the difference in the world to 
have the public's co-operation as 
we begin what is often a long 
and painstaking search for the 
wanted vehicle. We have Metro- 
politan Toronto divided into 310- 
areas, A typical downtown area 
might be six blocks long and five 
blocks wide: Beat constables and 
other men out in the districts do 
a lot of the actual block-by-block 
searching. Four members of the 
GAL TWO—You can help nab ....

help of men who can be spared 
temporarily from other squads, 
follow up tips from witnesses and

back there anyhow—either to 
talk to known witnesses again, 
or to hunt for ones that didn’t 
come forward the first time. 
Sometimes we'll also set up & 
road block. People are such 
creatures of habit that many who 
were traveling near the scene at 
the timie of the accident, will be 
found there again at the same 
hour a week later. 

So we set up a block at that 
time, allowing a half-hour lee- 
way before and after the exact 
time of the accident. We don’t 
expect the hit-and-run driver to 
be among the people we stop — 


‘although that has happened too— 


but you'd be surprised how many 
useful witnesses we find «this 
way. And I've never talked to 
a law-abiding motorist yet who 
seemed to resent being stopped 
and questioned about a hit-and- 
run. I say “law-abiding” because 
our road blocks inevitably net 
other offenders—drinking driv- 
ers, people with improperly reg- 
istered vehicles, others driving 
while their licenses are under 
suspension, and so on. On one or 
two occasions our road blocks 
have even caught criminals who 
were on their way to or from “a 
job.” 

I'll admit quite readily that we 
don’t always get the co-opera- 
tion that is necessary from wit- 
nesses who are needed to testify 
in court. When we reach that 


_ stage in a case, many people 


shrink back and “forget” what 
they’ve seen earlier. They seem 
to dislike the notoriety of being 
a court witness, and of course 
the crowded court calendars and 
the practice of remanding a case 
several times can mean costly de- 
lays for witnesses who have to 
leave their jobs to appear in 
court. Citizens should remember 
that this is part of their duty. 
Furthermore we all have to do 
what we can to make the law 
work if we expect it to give us 
the protection we need. But in 
case it’s any inducement to any- 
body called upon as a witness, 
I’d like to point out that hit- 
and-run drivers plead guilty 
oftener than people accused of 
premeditated crimes. So, if you 
witness a hit-and-run and tell 
your story to the police, you 
stand less chance of having to 
appear in court than you would 
if you witnessed, say, a holdup. 

While we're naturally anxious 
to provide the Crown with an 
airtight case if we possibly can, 
we never take the attitude that 

e “win” if the driver is con- 
vitted and “lose” if he gets off. 
It's\up to the magistrate, the 
judge or the jury to decide 
whether the accused is guilty. 
We are never dissatisfied with 
the decision made in court as 
long as we feel we've presented 
the fullest possible account of 
the facts. 


That's a point some people 
never quite understand. One 
witness’ 1 was questioning inter- 
rupted with what he thought was 
a friendly warning: “You don’t 
want me as a witness. If I told 
what I saw, the driver would get 
off.” 


It took me a while to convince 
the man that we really did want 
his testimony, no matter what 
it did to our case. And the driver 
did get off. 

We police are out to make sure 
everybody gets just treatment 
under the law. But controlling 
hit-and-run drivers is too big a 
job for us to do alone. We need 
everybody's help, — From Im- 
perial Oil Review.

Never dces the tide of living 
flow. more strongly on the farm 
than in the month of May. 


Most of the garden planting 
comes now, though tthe first 
sowings of lettuce, radishes and 
early June peas are already 
showing up richly against their 
backdrop of tall green winter- 
onion tops. The hardy perennials 
of the garden, the crisp pink

On sunny days the work of 
washing away winter's grime 
goes on inside the house, while 
sheets and pillowcases billow 
and do daring fandangos on the 
line amidst the heavy quilts and 
comforters, the woollen clothing 
which have been put out to air. 

The first hatchings of peeps 
tumble deliriously about in the 
new grass and only pay heed to 
their anxiously clucking mothers 
when a-dark shadow moves 
across the grass. Already in some 
mysterious fashion the mother 
hens have made them understand 
that there is danger about when 
a chicken hawk sails overhead,

tures and the field mice turned 
up by the plowshares in the corn 
plot. 

Spring sun has brought the 
jonquils to full fruition. The 
spiny reddish shoots of peonies 
seem to grow inches overnight. 
Yellow forsythia adds its own 
exciting beauty to the stately 
white daffodils and the cool 
sweet hyacinths, which are 
blooming now in the brightest of 
hot pinks and electric blues. Per- 
vading all is the heady perfume 
of newly mown grass, green 
damp, as Hilda pushes the clat- 
tering mower on the gently slop- 
ing front lawn. 

The birds are as busy as the 
farm folk. Those that nest in the 
fields, on the ground or in nests 
elevated only a few inches, start 


establishing their territory early. ~ 


Meadowlarks have already fin- 
ished their building, and now the 
females sit on their clutch of tiny 
eggs sensing, one feels sure, that 
they must get their families 
raised before the farmers mows 
the grass in the fields. The kill- 
deer likes to nest in fields that 
have been plowed and she, too, 
must accept hazards in raising 
her young. ‘ 

Of all the birds in the fields 
hereabout, the most successful 
seems to be the redwing. We see 
them everywhere along country 
roads that-border wide fields, In 
our part of the country they are 
much more numerous than the 
robin. 

In the orchard the apple, peach, 
and cherry trees are blooming. 
Nearby the pear trees show signs 
of being ready to burst forth 
with a froth of white. We are 
especially fond of a variety the 
Zauggs call “sugar pears.” Small 
in size, with a deep tan skin that 
is somewhat rougher than 
an ordinary pear, they seem to 
capture all of summer’s sweet- 
ness in their juicy meat — as 
hundreds of wasps, bees, 
yellowjackets attest when the 
sugar pears are at their peak of 


ripeness. Only humans know 
what delicious preserves they 
make. 


Practically every farmhouse in 
our region has a large straw- 
berry patch near the orchard, 
and if the berries are being 
raised for market it is not un- 
common to have a whole acre 
of ground set aside for them. 
What puzzled us at first was the 
practice of turning a flock of 
anywhere from ten to fifty white 
geese into the berry patch in 
the spring. 

“Won't they injure, the plants 
and eat the berries?” we asked 
Amos. “No,” he replied, “they 
only eat the weeds. It’s no love 
the honkers have for strawber- 
ries,” he said, with an indulgent 
smile at the snowy birds. “For 
some reason they just plain 
won't eat them, But every weed 
in the patch will be gone by the 
time they are through in there.” 
When the blossoms form on the 
plants the geese are taken out to 
prevent them trampling and in- 
juring the blooms, but by then 
their work is'done. It is the only 
painless weeding done on the 


and 
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farm, writes Mabel Slack Shel- 
ton in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

Amos and Eli do. tremendous 
amounts of work in the fields at 
this time of year with their horse 
drawn equipment. Today, each 
has a team going. In the north 
forty, Eli is following the low 
orange colored lime spreader as 
it bounces along, spilling out fer- 
tilizer on the cornstalk field, five 
hundred pounds to the acre. 
Amos is riding the grain drill, 
sowing oats. 

Before the fields were ready to 
be worked, they enlarged the 
cattle feed lot and constructed 
some corn cribs. These are of the 
long, low type, capable of hold- 
ing several hundred bushels of 
corn, with wire covered sides and 
slanting roofs. : 

They know that in Amish 
fields corn picked in the ear will 
not be superseded by grain shell-: 
ed in the field by a modern con- 
trivance, as in some other places. 


On a trip this spring to another 
state, we noticed a farmer in the 
field next to the highway picking 
corn with a two-row pull-type 
picker. Farther on was “a soy- 
bean field awaiting the combine, 


We had heard of farmers who 
put off such work until spring. 
Yet coming as we do from a lo- 
eality where all farm work is 
done in season by manpower, we 
found the sight of a fjeld of 
standing beans in early spring 
amazing — and somewhat upset- 
ting. And this feeling was heigh- 
tened when we counted at least 
seven fields of unpicked corn. 

We realize that in other places 
methods of farming have chang- 
ed greatly, and it is doubtless a 
sign of progress to be able to 
leave the fields standing in full 
ear until spring. Still it is not 
the way to which we have be- 
come accustomed. 

We find that as time goes by 
tradition seems to mean more to 
us. It would not seem right 
somehow if on a,fall morning, 
when frost lies thick on the roof- 
tops and the upland meadows 
glisten/ with a million lights in 
the thin sunlight of October, the 
wagons did not. move through 
the dry and rustling stalks while 
the menfolk “gather.” We like to 
hear the satisfying sound of 
plump ears of hybrid corn hit- 
ting the bang-boards as the 
pickers: wrest them from their 
protective husks and fling them 
toward the wagons in a gesture 
that is without the slightest trace 
of lost motion. 

We like to see the fields lying 
clean and fallow in winter, wait- 
ing for the proper season 
which to yield up their stored 
riches. And it would make us 
feel sad to see heavy snows 


drifting across fields where the . 


corn stood unpicked. It would 
violate something within us a 
we have acquired through liv 
among people who are noted for 
being beforehand with their 
work.

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Four Days In A Ship | 


Turned Upside Down! 


When Capt. James T. Morse of 
Bath launched a 100-ton schoo- 
mer into the Kennebec back in 
1805, and named her “Enigma” 
there was a good deal of head- 
shaking among the ancient mari- 
ners of the city of ships. 

For sailors, at least old-time 
mailors, set considerable store by 
a ship’s name. There was a cer- 
fain superstition attached to it 
A good name was a good omen. 
“Give a bo't name like that,” 
the ancients ‘averred, ‘‘carn’t 
wonder at anything she does.” 

Maybe the Enigma feit that 
way about it herself. She was 
as flat-bottomed as a skiff, and 
had a wide centerboard to be 
let down when the course was 
against the wind. This was be- 
cause a shallow draft was re- 
quired for the purpose for which 


_she was intended, that is, oper- 


ating between New Orleans and 
Mobile, freighting local produce 
through the shallow rivers and 
inlets of the Gulf of Mexico. 
Captain Morse was a man to 


be reckoned with. He wore a 
formidable beard and had a for- 


. midable glint in his eyes, and 


took no nonsense from. anybody. 
Hiring only four men for his 
crew, he loaded the Enigma in 
a fashion at which there was 
more head-shaking among the 
experts, Aroostook potatoes be- 
low and a high deckload of 
Maine lumber, and took off for 
Charleston, S.C. 


They got there after 11 days, 
old Father Neptune being sur- 
prisingly tolerant of this - af- 
front to his powers. Here most 
of the potatoes were discharged, 
leaving an empty space in the 
afterhold, which, as it turned 
out, was a lucky thing for the 
little company of the flat-bot- 
tomed schooner Enigma. 

She cleared for the Gulf and 
Mobile and before she got very 
far down the Florida littoral the 
weather turned “heavy.” Cap- 
tain Morse close-reefed and 
hove to, “and for a while the 
gchooner behaved well. Many a

Anyway the behavior of Cap- 
tain Morse’s vessel soon grew 
decidedly enigmatic, especially 
as the heavy weather developed 
into a typical West Indian hurri- 
eane. But she put up a brave 
struggle and seemed in a fair 
way to ride it out, when one of 
the terrific seas characteristic 
ef this kind of weather came 

— and bottomside up 
went the Enigma! 

Bottomside up, with the crew 
of five penned in the cabin 
where they had been getting 
a bite to eat. It all happened in 
an instant, with no warning at 
all. Everything was in darkness 
and the water beginning to flood 
the small. space in which the 
quintet was imprisoned. 

And now comes an adventure 
which is perhaps unique in all 
the far-reaching annals of the 


sea. 


The ceiling of the cabin was 
now the floor. The height was 
barely six feet, half the ‘space 
being below deck and half 
above.

Holding tay Sky ... I swung 
smoothly round into the wind 
and hung almost stationary in 
space climbing silkily upwards. 


Overhead was a flat and rather . 


dirty sheet of cloud, stfétching 
as far as I could see in all direc- 
tions, There was nothing about 
it to make any glider pilot or 
meteorologist expect lift; never- 
theless I found myself rising 
with gently increasing speed to- 
wards it, until in a short time it 
quictly took me in. The lift in- 
creased further and quite sud- 
denly I burst forth into a scene 
that might have been on anciher 
planet. 


I was fiying north along the 
eastern slope of a gigantic, an 
endless, valley of dazzling cloud. 
The sun, which we had not seen 
for over a week, was blazing 
down from a- sky of cloudless 
dark blue, striking from the 
rounded walls and floor of the 
cloud valley a white and insup- 
portable glare. I fumbled hastily 
for my dark glasses and managed 
to find them and put them on.

Twin Births Are 
On The Increase 
-In a small French village of 
twenty-one houses, twelve sets 
of twins were born in twenty- 
five years. The place became 
known as the village of twins. 

Said an inhabitant: “Doctors 
eannot explain the phenomenon. 
There are no twins in any other 
nearby village. Some people say 
our soil must be radioactive!” 

- But the birth of more twins 
4s reported from many parts of 
the world. The proportion of 
pregnancies which result in 
“double births’ is rising yearly. 

Twins are more popular, too. 
Many more mothers are long- 
ing for them, but this trend is 
confined to civilized countries. 

Why are twins increasing? 
One geneticist suggests that pro- 
gress in medical science and 
better living conditions are re- 
sponsible. : 

But the medical profession is 
largely baffled by the boom. 

In: Britain about one mother 
in eighty gives birth to twins, 
compared to one in ninety in 
1947. . 

Who is the most likely mother 
to have twins today? 

A woman between thirty- 
nine with a family of eight, re- 
ported researchers who, over 
ten years, studied the incidence 
of 3,000 British twins. 

The next most likely mother 
of twins is the woman of tne 
game. age with seven children, 
then with six children and 50 
on. ‘: 

Then comes the woman be- 
tween thifty and thirty-five with 
eight children, and then with 
seven, and So On. 

These discoveries relate . only 
to fraternal twins. These may be 
two boys, two girls or a boy and 
a girl. 

What about identical: twins? 
These are always of the same 
gex — either two boys or two 
girls. They occur about one in 
every three sets of twins and a 


having them at 
the experts. 

Nobody really knows exactly 
why twins and other multiple 
births happen at all. . 

But we do know that frater- 
nal twins may be poles apart in 
jooks, build, character and in- 
elinations, while identical twins 
usually have the same interests 
and the same ambitions. 

Superstitious, beliefs about 
twins are dying fast, but even 
Britain has some. In parts of 
Aberdeenshire a superstition ex- 
ists to the present day that, if 
twins marry, only one will have 
ehildren. 

It is said that they “see dou- 
ble” in what has become known 
as “the little street of twins” in 
Kingsthorpe, 
ten months, three mothers there 
had sets of twins. 

An Irish woman of County 
Down who, at the age of forty, 
gave birth to her fifth set of 
twins, was approaching the 
world record. 

But, in faci, the greatest re- 
eorded number of sets of twins 
born to a mother in modern me- 
dical history~is eleven The

And in 1918 one twin was 
born in United States territory 
and the other in Canada, during 
a train journey. 

Another set of twins was born 
four days apart to a forty-year- 
old mother in Canada. The firat 


twin made her appearance and 


the doctor then sat down to wait 
for the second girl. Four dawns 
and four sunsets later, she ar- 
rived. ° 

Apart from unexpected. com- 
plications, delays of this kind 
are due to differing weights of 
the babies, a doctor tells me. 

Identical twins often seem to 
have a strange link. A pair of 
twin brothers died on the same 
day, hundreds of miles apart. 

Psychologists find it hard to 
explain why there are 50 few 
great names among twins. Per- 
haps, says. one, it is because 
twins often depend so much 
upon each other that they lack 
individual initiative. 

Many twin brothers take to 
sport together. The famous Gut- 
teridge twins were both fine 
boxers in their day. Both were 
wounded on the Somme in 1916 
on the same day. 

A pair of Cumberland brothers 
were so much alike when they 
played for Kells United Foot- 
ball Club that even their parents 
could not distinguish them on 
the field. The referee once warn- 
ed one of the brothers three 
times in the same match and 
finally ordered the other broth- 
er off the field — believing that 
he had transgressed the rules a 
fourth time. 

The famous Surrey cricketing 
twins, Alec and Eric Bedser, an- 
other identical pair, were won~ 
dering whether ‘King George VI 
would be able to distinguish 
them when he met them at the 
Oval in 1946. 

The King made no mistake. 
Afterwards it was revealed that 
he had spent some time study- 
ing the brothers’ photographs 
before attending the match.

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Great Comic Comes 
Out Of Retirement 


In the world of movie comedy, 
Harold Lloyd has long been 


image. Chaplin was always 
placeable as the little tramp, 
Keaton was always the. great 
stone -face. Lloyd’s appeal was 
partly that he was the nonentity 
supreme, the All-American fall 
guy whose exact nature shifted 
from film to film; it was an ap- 
peal not likely to be remember- 
ed Of the great silent-movie 
comics, Lloyd is the only one 


-with no real following among 


later generations. 

All this, however, may be 
changed by “Harold Lloyd's 
World of Comedy,” a fine, funny 
survey of one of America’s most 
skillful comedians, culled from 
eight of his pictures, which last 
month received a joyous wel- 
come at the Cannes Film Fes- 
tival. ‘ 


As an actor Harold Lloyd was 
known for his feats of daring, 
but in real life it has been a 
long time since he took any 
chances on anything. Twenty- 
three years ago he retired from 
acting with several million dol- 
lars and the exclusive rights to 
almost all his pictures. He has, 
saved the millions and only rare- 
ly released the pictures to TV 
or into theaters. Except for the 
ill-fated “Mad Wednesday” in 
1947, he has firmly resisted 


chancing a comeback—until now. 


Even now he does so with 
some trepidation. “I've lost two 
generations,” the 68 - year - old 
Lloyd told Newsweek's Mel Gus- 
sow recently in New York. “The 
kids are not my fans. They say: 
‘Who's Harold Lloyd? Is he in 


pictures?’ They're my guinea 
pigs. If I can get them to pay 
their money at the box office,” 
he added hopefully, “then I may 
put together more films like 
this.” 

“Harold Lloyd’s World of 


Comedy” has actually been thir- 
teen years in the compiling. 
Since his retirement from mo- 
vies, Lloyd has been an active 
hobbyist (show dogs, abstract 
painting, bowling) and fraternal- 
ist. His fraternalism led directly 
to “World of Comedy.” In 1949 
he was national head of the 
Shriners and was called upon to 
stage an entertainment. “T put

Was Jack The Ripper 
Ever Caught? 


Reproducticns. cf nineteenth 
century police posters appealing 
for information about Jack the 
Ripper, the man who terrorized 
the East End of London and 
butchered six women in 1888, 
appeared mysteriously in an East 

lian market town recently. 

“Should you know of any per- 
son to whom suspicion. is attach- 
ed you are earnestly requested 
to communicat® at once with 
the nearest pote station,” the 
posters coricluded. 

After the posters had been 
taken down a police spokesman 
said: “This is obviously the work 
of a practical joker, but might 
alarm old people.” 

It’s almost impossible to keep 
Jack the Ripper out of the news 
~— even though nearly seventy- 
four years have passed since this 
mass - murderer roamed the 
atreets. : 


Each year several new theories — 


are advanced by criminologists 
intent upon finding the answer 
to grimmest and ghastliest 
of all’ murder riddles. 

Who was Jack the Ripper? 
Why did he kill those women 
ip Whitechapel and Spitalfields 

ithin thé space of three 
months? 

These appalling murders of 
street women of the drabbest 
type occurred in an area of half 
a squaré mile. All the victims, 


except the last, Marie Kelly, - 


were middle-aged. In each in- 
stance, the nature of the mutila- 
tions betrayed the murderer's 
anatomical skill. 

Some students of crime have 
suggested that Jack the Ripper 
was a surgeon seeking revenge 
on a woman who had caused his 
son’s downfall. 

The: writer, George R. Sims, 
thought him to be a doctor 
whose corpse was found in the 
Thames in December, 1888. An 
American crime expert boldly 
asserted in a New York paper 
that the murderer was a homici- 
dal monomaniac who could be 
geen every Sunday standifig out- 
side St. Paul's Cathedral, in Lon- 
don. © 

“Why did the murders cease 
after the death of Marie Kelly?” 
Mr. Leonard W. Matters, M.-P. 
an authority on the Jack the 
Ripper crimes, asked in 1930. 

His answer was that. the Rip- 
per “was determined to find and 
kill one woman whom he knew 
to live somewhere in the East

days, She hed been ‘stabbed 
thirty-nine times — probably 
with two different knives. 

The corpse of Mary Ann Ni- 
chols was found lying across a 
gutter at 3:45 in the morning of 
August 31. Her throat had been 
cut. 

Fear spread through the neigh- 
bourhood and police combed the 
area and made arrests, but with- 
out finding the Ripper. About 
a week later, on September 8, 
he struck again — his victim 
this time was Anne Chapman. 

One particularly odd fact 
about this murder was that — to 
quote a reporter-novelist: “The 
miserable rag-taggle contents of 
her pockets were found laid at 
her feet in some sort of crazy, 
geometric design.” The whole 
country was now talking about 
the Jack the Ripper murders. 

Angry questions were asked 
in Parliament. Some people be- 
gan abusing the police, but there 
is no doubt that they were go- 


. ing’ all out to track down the 


Ripper, writes Norman Inglis in 
“Tit-Bits,” ‘ 

The Ripper’s fourth victim 
was Elizabeth Stride, who was 
killed in a back street, and his 
fifth was Catherine Eddowes, 
knifed an hour later—two mur- 
ders in one night, September 30. 

Marie Kelly’s murder was on 
November 9. Then there was 
silence. The killer had ceased to 
strike. 

How did Jack the Ripper man- 
age to avoid capture? It has 
been said that he might have 
escaped the police cordons, 
which were frequently drawn 
round the area, by using cellars. 

“In Whitechapel at the time 
of the Ripper you could go into 
the cellars of one street and 
come out into a quite different 
street without once showing 
yourself above ground,” recalled 
one Londoner recently. 

He and other eyewitnesses re- 
membered how even the late 
Bernard Shaw had a theory 
about the Ripper. He is said to 
have declared his belief that 
the murders were committed 
“to draw public attention to the 
#hocking conditions of slum life 
in the East End of those bad old 
days.” 

Criminologists are unanimous 
in describing the Ripper as the 


most diabolical killer in the an-° 


nals of crime in Britain. 

There can be little doubt that 
he has been dead many years. 
What did he look like? Nobody 
really knows, but many years 
ago a former Essex police con- 
stable expressed his belief that 
he once arrested Jack the Rip- 
per. 
“He was wearing a tall hat 
and a silk-faced top-coat,” the 
ex-police constable was quoted 
as saying. “He had a fair mous- 
tache and light blue eyes and 
rosy cheeks, and about him was 
the general air of a doctor.” 

The report added that the 
eonstable’s superiors let the man 
a “ridiculing the notion that 

is was the Ripper.” 

Odd stories about the Ripper 
abound. Newspapers of January 
26th, 1890, reported the receipt 
of a postcard by Leeds detec- 
tives reading: “Am in Leeds for 
a week ~— going to be about to- 
night my knife is-sharp — 
I am ready — you cannot catch 
me, Jack the Ripper.” 

No “Ripper” crime was com- 
mitted and the postcard was 
probably the work of a practi- 
eal joker. 

When in his seventieth year in 
1940, a City of London clgar- 
manufacturer told the story of 
what happened late one night in 
the summer of 1888 when he 
was strolling down a quiet 
Whitechapel street with a friend. 

A man six feet tal] wearing 4 
eape suddenly appeared out of 
the shadows shead. Seeing the 
two youths, the man crossed the 
road and passed them, with head 
averted, on the opposite pave- 
ment.

The Group Discussions—We . split 
“up and attended different panels of

_ place at~the panel or panels I at- 
tended. 

| One of the many group discussions 
I was particularly interested in was 
“Edueation for Employment.” 

The moderator was Mr. M. Babe, 
Fort William Board of Education. 

Our present educational system 
recognizes the new demands placed 
on it by changing Technological 
conditions whith exist today. 

In spite of autonomy, Zoards must 
have a broader outlook. More co- 
operation was asked among boards. 

Mr. Babe recognized there could be 
differences owing. to local conditions, 
but stressed to forgive, forget, and 
roll with the punch, as it were. 

A bleak picture of prospects facing 
untrained school drop-outs in the 
, Labour Market was painted. 
Mr. Kellow said young job appli- 
‘odnts he interviewed did little to 
educate themselves after leaving 
school and 70 per cent of the unem- 
ployed had very little secondary 
education at all. He predicted that 
technical schools are. going to have 
an enormous effect in Ontario. 

‘ Today it is a must to induce into 
our young Canadians @ mind that is 
going to be alert, curious, self reliant 
and capable of sound judgment, 
exercised and well nourished, he 
stated. 

It was agreed however that the key 

person is the active teacher, that is 
one who has the knowledge, and 
capable of understanding the prob- 
lems and sympathy of the student. 
They also agreed that the attitude 
and effect on a student’s mind de- 
pends largely on the home; the real 
trouble very often is there - ie. T.V., 
parental attitudes, parental remarks, 
etc. 

Mr. Dymond said a student is not 
life once educated for a 
certain job. A plan of continuing 
education was necessary to prepare 
attitudes and basic knowledge that 
wold make it possible to cope with 
| changes. The untrained labourer will 
| be as extinct as the dodo in five 
| generations, he said. 
| Dr, Smith, of London, stressed that 
, technical and academic education are 
inter-related, who are unemployed, the 
; drop-outs, he said, Therefore geared 
| together many of these students can 

go into technical . skills and 
higher levels instead of facing 4 life- 
time of unemployment.

Hindrance —- On this panel we Saw a 
film presented by an American 
educational organization | depicting 
the progress of teaching machines as 
demonstrated by leading educators of 
Harvard) University. After the show- 


ing of the film these machines re- 


ceive limited praise from the panelists 
but the Ontario educators concluded 
that machines are not adequate srff- 

tutes for teachers. The speakers in 
the film had: described the work with 
a teaching machine as a pleasure to 
the student. One-of the professors 
praised, the advantages of self-con- | 
trolled time. The fast student will 
still be fast but he claimed the 


machines give the student the urge to 
try harder and take more time and he 
achieves the same result. The educa- 
tors on the film claimed that the 
present school system will be pro- 
foundly affected by the machines and 


programmed teaching. 


The Dept. of Education is collect- 
ing information on material and 
equipment. Queen’s Park has. in- 


- structed each. Teacher’s College and 


the College ‘of Education to provide 
themselves with a machine. Research 
on the subject is progressing on the 
Toronto Board but the program is 
still in the planning stage. 

In closing I might say of the Con- 
ventions that I have attended, I’was 
most impressed with the group dis- 
cussions that took place thi8S year. 
All the members of the different 
panels were all specialists in their 
own field. 

Any of the members who have not 
had the opportunity of attending one 
should try and make arrangements to 
attend one in the future. 

You come home with one thought 
in mind. It is wonderful to think that 
we have these specialists, encouraging 
people such as you and me to come 
home and work hard for our citizens 
of tomorréw, by. offering them the 
facilities that they will require so that 
they too can get a pay cheque and be 
self-supporting citizens.

more temptations — more cars 
to steal, more self-service stores, 
more material things to long for. 
“When a country is progressing,” 
says author Roul Tunley, a ma- 
onan writer who did global re- 
arch for this study of juvenile 
erime, “there jis a period of up- 
heaval. The resultant urbaniza- 
tion, mobility, and industrializa- 
tion are hard on all — especially 
the children.“ Affluence, iron- 
feally, seems to stimulate delin- 
quency. Yet most U.S. theoreti- 
clans still hold to the shibboleth 
that improved living conditions 
help deter delinquent behavior. 
The author cuts through this 
eliché with a wealth of provoca- 
tive evidence. In Sweden, de- 
linquency is viewed by authori- 
ties as “exclusively” a middle- 
elass phenomenon. Tokyo offic- 
jals report that 35 per cent of all 
uvenile crime (excluding traf- 
ic) offences comes from middle- 
and upper-class homes, Applying 
such notions to America, Tunley 
ints out that the delinquency 
requently bursts out ata res- 
pectable social level, from car- 
stealing among socially promin- 
ent youngsters in Englewood, 
N.J., to 151 middle-class juven- 
files picked up in Westchester 
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“SPATS” SLACKS — Fall en- 
semble worn by Victoria 
Vaughan in London, England, 
includes a bowler, man’s 
shirt, boutonniere and pants 
with built-in “spats.” 
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County for taking dope. Such 
facts — both here and abroad — 
have all the more weight be- 
cause, in general, the higher the 
fumily’s @conomic level, the eas- 
ier it is to hide delinquency. 

Is delinquency in the United 
States as rampant a social dis- 
ease as it’s cracked up to be? 
Experts flaunt a dosier of scare 
figures but, according to the au- 
thor, JD statistics create a mis- 
leading picture. “We have broad- 
ened our definition of juvenile 
delinquency so recklessly in the 
lust several decades that it in- 
cludes just about every trans- 
gression of childhood,” says 
Tunley. Three California boys, 


for example, were recently ar- ‘| 


rested because they were caught 


swimming nude in a river. In > 


New Jersey, two youngsters who 
had never been in trouble with 
police sneaked out after dark 
and painted a local monument 


siocking pink. The result: Both © 


vrere sentenced to indeterminate 
terms in the state reformatory. 
All these boys, in the eyes of the 
law, are juvenile delinquents. 
Truancy, leaving home, curfew 
violations — these are acts that 
would not be considered crimes 
if committed by an adult. Today 
they label a youngster as a threat 
to society. 

Author Tunley ticks off theory 
after theory commonly accepted 
by both expert and layman, then 
scores them with contradictions. 
For example: 

Broken. homes are the cause 
of most delinquency. In one 
Philadelphia study it was re- 
ported ‘that serious offenders 
f-om broken homes were fewer 
than the number from _ intact 
homes. 

What we need is more boys’ 
clubs. In a New York boys’ or- 
ganization, 18 per cent of the 
youngsters were delinquent 
when they first joined. After 
they had participated in the ac- 
tivities, the delinquency figure 
rose to 28 per cent. 

Delinquency is growing be- 
cause the number of working 
mothers is growing. In Vienna, 


50 per cent of all mothers have. 


outside jobs — the highest per- 
centage in the world — and yet 
Austria has one of the lowest de- 
linquency rates. 

Naturally, Tunley does not 
deny that there is some truth 
in the orthodox theories. But he 
is emphasizing that new think- 
ing and, what is more important, 
rew action are needed, For one 
thing, the U.S. is institution- 
minded. “As soon asa new in- 
stitution is built, it immediately 
becomes overcrowded,” a cor- 
rection officer told the author. 
‘Judges feel it ought to be used.” 

y not try probation instead 
of \such ready imprisonment? 
When used on an adequate scale, 
insists Tunley, the results have 
been stunning. The common ex- 
cuse is that the number of pro- 
bation officers is woefully in- 
adequate, but! many a foreign 
country has solved the lack by 
tapping volunteers. 

No single approach will do the 
job, admits the author. But it is 
high time that communities 
shuck their rigid conceptions and 
start investigating the scores of 
promising ways to handle delin- 
quency. Moreover, adults should 
realize that things are not quite 
so bad as they seem. They might, 
intimates Tunley, consider the 
words of Pierre Morelli of the 
French Ministry of Justice: “The 
European accepts the adolescent 
for the half-man, half-child that 
he is, a creature of romance, pas- 
sion, and impulse.” The Ameri- 
can adolescent is no different.

Well, I certainly have some- 
thing different to write about 
this week. Bob and his family 
were here for supper today as 
usual and right away Bob said 
_ “Where is this model railway 
I’ve been hearing about — I'd 
fike to see it?” 

Strangely enough the railway 
he was referring to is on private 
property almost backing our own. 
Partner turned to me and said 
immediately — “You know Mrs. 
Hill, why don’t you phone and 
ask if they would mind if we 
walked over?” So I did — and 
the answer was “not at all’.’ 
Well, we didn’t lose any time in 
going over and we saw not one 
model railway but two, both of 
which were working. 

The first model was quite small 
but very powerful and ran on a 
circular track at the back of Mr. 
George Hill's wooded property at 
Erindale. The engine was owned 
by Mr. Al. Thorp at Streetsville 
who made the model himself. It 
is built on a % inch scale and 
the model I saw is a 3% inch 
gauge of an industrial switching 
engine. This engine is what is 
known as a “four-wheeler, 0 - 4 - 
0 type,” coal-fired with a grate 
area of only four square inches. 
It has a steam pressure of 80 
pounds per square inch, yet when 
we saw it the wee model was 
puffing away around the track 
with a man sitting on the back 
working the engine controls, 
More than that we were told the 
engine will pull TWO adults on 
a dry, level track! Yet the engine 
weighs only 23 pounds. 

Mr, Thorp told me he and his 
wife attended the spring meeting 
of the Pioneer Valley Live 
Steamers. at Southwark, Mass., 
U.S.A. The little model was on 
exhibit on the Sunday and dur- 
ing demonstrations was in steam 
for just about six hours. We 
were really fascinated watching 


this small model running around . 


the track without the least vis- 
ible effort and yet carrying with 
it a full-sized man seated on @ 
fiat car at the rear. 

Now we come to the large 
model.. This was at Mr. Hill's 
place for. him to do some me- 
chanical work on it — at which 
he is an expert. The model ac- 
tually belongs to Mr. Ernest 
Dicks, of Weston and was orig- 
inally bought and shipped from 
some large estate in the County 


of Kent in England. Mr. Hill had. 
straight 


laid down 80 feet of 
track for the model to run on, 
10% inches wide. This engine is 
built on a 2 inch scale and is 
what is known as the 4 - 4 - 0 
type. Of course all these parti- 


culars are all Dutch to me 50 
rather than make wild guesses I 
got the information straight 
from the horse's mouth to make 


sure of it being correct. 

This big model was drawing an 
open car, something like an old- 
fashioned streetcar and had seat- 
ing capacity for eight adult pas- 
sengers. That was the number

as smoothly as a regular railway

Mr. Dicks is anticipating put- 
ting his model railway to some 
use and is hoping it might be the 
centre of attraction at some pub- 
lic park for amusement and in- 
struction of children. 


The prototype of this model 
was in use in 1904 — possibly the 
type of engine used to pull an 
express passenger train in those 
early days. 


Of course’ all this interest in 
model engines and railways is 
merely a hobby with all the men 
concerned — they are all vari- 
ously engaged in making a living.

Hollyweod Style 


“I'm not a barber,” says Jay 
Sebring. “I'm a cosmetologist’ 
Whatever way you cut it, the 
tushy-haired speaker runs a 
unique clip joint. Nestled on 
Fairfax Avenue, a bustling Los 


Angeles thoroughfare, his bar- 
bershop grooms the mops of 
Hollywood's male celebrities 


with the sumptuous care usually 
reserved for women only. Henry 
Fonda flies out from New York 
for a trim; Marlon Brando is 
clipped by Sebring, as is Sin- 
atra’s Clan, save for Dean Martin 
(“He cuts his own hair, although 
he did use my scissors once’), 
and. Peter Lawford (who didn’t 
hit it off with Sebring h‘s only 
time in the chair).

In The Great Days Of 
Liverpool! Seaport 
_ Liverpool was pre-eminently 
the seaport of the Victorian Age 
It is true that London was a 
bigger port, but it was more than 
a seaport. The ships which 
sought London pushed their 
slow way up the devious course 
of the Thames until they reach- 
ed. the narrow anchorage below 
London Bridge, but the craft 
which were moored there had 
long left the sea behind 
London as a port was in fact 
merged in London as a capital, 
Then there was Bristol, which 
had been Liverpool's great rival 
in the eighteanth century, but 
which she had vanquished by 
the time that the Queen came to 
the threne. In any case Bristol 
Wy ten mfles up a narrow and 
tortuous stream, and was the 
chief town of a rich valley of 
the West, its position in a fruit- 
ful agricultural district gave: it 
a distinctly inland atmosphere 
in spite of its old and honourable 
connection with the sea. Its in- 
terests, too, were numerous, and 
by the end of the Victorian Age 
its manufactures were more im- 
portant than its commerce. 
From the beginning of its his- 
tory Liverpool, by reason of its 
geographical situation, had been 
singularly isolated from the rest 
of Lancaster. It had been content 
with its maritime highway, and 
it had not troubled to come into 
closer touch with the inland 
portions of the kingdom. Just 
as the French Canadian habitant, 
dwelling in the white villages 
which nestle under the solitary 
and impassable hills which bor- 
der the St. Lawrence, looks on 
that river not as an immense 
barrier, but only as a connect- 
ing-link with the world beyond 
the seas, so the Liverpudlian has 
for the last two centuries re- 
garded the Mersey. To him the 
gea unites rather than divides, 
and especially was this the case 
in the early years of the nine- 


* ¢eenth century, when he looked 


en the river as his outlet, rather 
than the miry tracks which led 
from Liverpool across the bleak- 
eet of countrysides to other cen- 
tres of population.”

Even a shipment of perfumes 
and dresses being kept by Ger- 
man Army officers for wives and 
girlfriends back home disappear- 
ed in occupied Paris and showed 
up in Caracas. 

Soon after the war there was 
the case of the twenty-five 
pianos.

All were lavishly furnished, but 
twenty-five lacked pianos. Mr. 
Lee was contacted at Tangiers, 
and soon he located pianos in a 
U.S. Army warehouse at Wies- 
baden, Germany. They wese in 
poor shape, but they were Ame- 
rican pianos. 

W’Lee agents, dressed jn G.1L 
uniforms, backed a truck up to 
the depot and flashed a forged 
order to the guard. Then they 
loaded the pianos. 

“They are to be removed for 
reconditioning,” said the 
“N.C.0.” 

“O.K.,” said the guard, “Right 
now they sure sound like old 
brothel pianos.” 

They: were duly delivered to 
the ex-police chief's establish- 
ments. 

As Europe settled to a more 
orderly existence Mr, Lee moved 
his headquarters to Singapore. 

Every day audacious robberies 
around the world bear his mark. 

He is treated with great res- 
pect in Singapore, for his veng- 
eance has become legendary. No 
one will admit to knowing him 
when the police make inquiries, 
Until someone has the courage to 
give evidence, Mr. Lee will con- 
tinue to lead his charmed life.

A recent issue of Today's 


‘Health, published at the head- 
quarters of the American Medical- 


Association, contains an interest- 
ing account of the findings of a 
University of Wlinois medical 
team, — 

This brief: account relates that 
‘Dr. George G. Jackson and asso- 


‘eiates at the university tested 


volunteers with an infectious 
cold secretion. These volunteers 
were divided into two groups— 
those who say they “get colds all 
the time” and those who don’t. 
“Colds developed,” the item 
said, “in 21 per cent of those who 
didn’t ofteri get colds and in 32 
per cent of the ‘always-have-a- 
cold’ group.” 

“Then,” the account continues, 
“they used a noninfectidbus ma- 
terial, with only 1 per cent of 
the nonco!d people getting any 
symptoms, compared with 24 per 
cent of those who feels colds pick 
on them.” 

Commenting on the study, col- 
umnist Sydney J. Harris, in the 
Chicago Daily News, says: 

“What this strongly indicates 
is that ‘autosuggestion is the 
cause of ‘having a cold’ in many 
cases. If you believe you are 
likely to get one from sitting in 
a draft or walking through a 
puddle, you will get all the 
symptoms—even though the cold 
virus’is not present in your 
body.” _ 

Army tests have indicated an- 
other side of this, too: soldiers 
have been drenched in water and 
exposed to drafts, with no colds 
developing. : 

A few month® ago Today's 
Health reported on a study by 
Dr. Harold Diehl, “one of the 
best-known scientific studies of 


“ cold remedies.” 


The study lasted five years and 
included thousands of students at 
the University of Minnesota, ac- 


cording to Godfrey Sperling Jr. 


in the Christian Science Monitor. 
Bome of the students received 
one of the known remedies; some 
received only a sugar pill, None 
knew which he got. 

At the end of thé study, Dr. 
Diehl found that about as many~- 
stulents taking sugar pills as 
taking medicines repered that 
their colds left. them in # @ay or 
so. “In fact.” savs the arvicle, 
“ihe most enty: ’). .'c endomes 
were those wh ie sar pills!”

In that same issue there is an 
article by Bruce Bliven on “What 
We Know About Colds.” Says 
the author: “There is some evi- 
dence which seems to suggest 
that psychology may be a factor 
in almost all colds. I know a 
public lecturer,” says Mr. Blevin, 
““who invariably came down with 
a cold whenever he had to make 
a speech. Once he had frankly 
faced up to the fact that he didn’t 
like public speaking but had to 
go on with it, the symptoms dis- 
appeared.” 

Blevin continues: “Whenever 
large numbers of people are 
given medicine—or evert sugar 
pills—and are told that it will 
cure existing colds, or prevent 
future ones, the number of colds 
in that particular group of peo- 
ple is reduced, for 4 while, by 
about two-thirds. This fact has 
led to various triumphant an- 
nouncements in the press, from 
time to time, that ‘a cure’ for 
colds had been discovered — an- 
nouncements not verified by sub- 
seqent experiences.” ; 

Mr. Harris cites an interesting 
case in point in his column: 

Preston Lecky, the psychol- 
ogist, once reported the case of 
a man and his wife who were 
bitten by their pet dog. The man 
became convinced that he was 
going to develop bydrophobia, 


wasnt. 

“In three days,” Lecky said, 
“the man was sick in bed, his 
throat muscles were becoming 
taut, and he compiained of dif- 
ficulty in swallowing. His wife* 
was up and well. At the end of 
five days, the man reported all 
the symptoms of hydrophobia, 
and a physician saw that he was 
actually’ on the verge of dying 
from a disease he didn’t have. 

“Finally, on the eighth day, the 
doctor persuaded him that no- 
body with hydrophobia had ever 
lived more than six days. He 
jumped out of bed and soon was 
as well as before the dog had 
bitten him.” 

Harris goes on to say that a 
person cannot be hypnotized 
against his will: “The subject 
must meet the hypnotist at least 
half way, must want to be put 
in a trance. Much of the ‘sug- 
gestive power’ of the hypnotist is 
based on auto suggestion in the 
patient... .”

For the first time that I re- 
member I am able to sit outside 
in comfort. Why? Because this

Has It Made BIG 


“You might say I organized it 
and put it together.” The speak- 
er was dance master “Killer 
Joe” Piro, His subject: The hully 
gully, a  cOnga- twist - square - 
dance sort of a step that is the 
newest rage from Harlem to 
Palm Beach. By way of dem- 
onstration, Piro flicked on a 
phonograph and began a sched- 
uled private lesson. Kicking, 
corkserewing, teacher and 
pupil ruthlessly punished the 
floorboards of Piro’s Manhattan 
walk-up studio. An hour later, 
his black~hair still as sleek as 
a newly Simonized Rolls-Royce, 
Killer Joe told a visitor: “The 
hully gully unravels tensions. 
You are free to solo, free to 
swing your hips.” 

To the cognoscenti of the 
popular dance world, it comes 
as no surprise that pint-size (5 
feet 6 inches, 133 pounds) Piro 
should have enriched civiliza- 
tion with the hully gully. Killer 
Joe, in fact, is something of a 
hip-swinging legend. An ex-jit- 
terbug champion, he ruled New 
York City’s Palladium Ballroom 
as the mambo king, later helped 
fire the pachanga fad, still is 
many a working gal’s idea of 
Valentino on a dance-hall fioor. 


The 4l-year-old dancer's repu~ 


tation is just as big in the jet- 
borne international set. His stu- 
dic clients — who pay $65. for 
sic lessons — include Eva Ga- 
tor (“cute”), the Duke of .Bed- 
ford (“a live one”), and the 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor 
(“Duke has a nice soft .move- 
ment’). 


Indeed, acting as a sort of 
patron St. Vitus as café-society 
shindigs, Killer Joe is fast be- 
coming as popular a stimulant as 
vodka on the rocks. “People 
want someone to make them 
gay,” he says. Piro made per- 
sonal appearances: at 30 balls 
and private parties last winter 
and so delighted guests at a re- 
cent charity hop in Palm Beach 
by dancing the twist with all 
comers that, along with his us- 
ual fee of $300, he got a diamond 
butterfly stickpin that he now 
flaunts in his narrow black tie. 
(One prominent Nassau hostess, 
unable to present him in person 
at a party, stuck his silver- 
framed picture on the buffet 
table.) 

“It's wild,” says Piro, his big 
brown eyes gleaming. “The 
Duchess of Windsor introduces 
me at a ball as her dancing 
teacher, and someone else inter- 
rupts, saying: ‘What do you 


mean? He’s mine, too. 

Killer Joe’s early life was no 
ball. Son of am, impoverished 
Italian tailor, he took his teen- 
age knocks in East Harlem, 
eventually began to cop $15 and

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Paris Has A Real 

Gold Mine In The Sky 
tourists never think about such 
things, but the Eiffel Tower, 
that iron exclamation mark that 
points up the beauty of Paris, 
is a fine business proposition In 
fact, the gloriously grotesque 
structure on the Left Bank of 
the Seine is a blue-chip corpura- 
tion that has become a bit of a 


‘gold mine in the sky for 3.000 
Frenchmen. 


_ QOnly nineteen of them showed 

up recently for Société de la 
Tour Eiffel’s annual stockholders 
meeting in the handsomely dec- 
orated gray and green board- 
‘room on the ground floor of the 
tower's north pillar Charles 
Vannesson, a member of the 
nine-man board of directors, ex- 
plained the small but congenial 
turnout thusly: “Holding sto ks 
in the Eiffel Tower company is 
like having stocks in tranquility 
— no worries, no problems” 

That hasn't always been so 
with the engineering masterpiece 
that Alexandre Gustave Eiffel 
built for the Paris exposition 
of 1889. Parisian beauty lovers, 
eondemning the tower as a mun- 
strosity, campaigned right.up ‘to 
the eve of World War II to have 
its 7,300 tons of lacy iron dis- 
mantied. But when the Nazis 
talked about cutting it up for 
ecrap iron in 1942, even the es- 
theticians suddenly realized that 
the tower was dear to the heart 
of every Frenchman. 


The world’s seventh taliest 
structure easily outdraws such 
centuries-old classics as the 
Louvre Museum and the Cath- 
edral of Notre Dame. Its three 

tforms — at 187 feet, 377 
eet, and 899 feet — were visited 
by 18 million persons Jast 

ear, a figure topped only by 

’s Tomb in Moscow which 
drew 2.3 million reverent Com- 
munists. (The Washington Mon- 
wment attracted 1.6 million vis- 
ang and the Empire State 
ding 1.5 million.)

Here’s The Oldest 
Show On Earth 


It is the world’s longest-run- 
ning and most popular play. It 
appeal to people of all ages. 
Punch and Judy have been en- 
tertaining in Great Britain for 
three centuries/ and* Britain’s 
showmen are celebrating the fact 
this year. 


The first recorded Punch and 
Judy show is thought to have 
been 300 years ago on the por- 
tico of the “actors’ church” — 


’ St. Paul’s, Covent Garden, Lon- 


don. A special tablet was placed 
in the portico at a service for 
Punch and Judy men and ‘their 
dogs a few weeks ago. 


The traditional melodrama has 
changed little. Mr. Punch gets 
tough with Judy, outwits a 
bendle an undertaker, a ghost 
and ‘the devil himself, and hangs 
a hangman in his own noose. 


Although _ Punch and Judy 
shows in Britain can be traced 
back reliably for only 300 years, 
references to Mr. Punch have 
been. found in ancient Egyptian 
hieroglyphics. His must be the 
oldest show on earth. 

Mr. Punch has also been dis- 
covered in Jtaly at the time of

A legend says that Punch or- 
iginates from Pontius Pilate and 
Judy from Judas Iscariot. 
most Punch and Judy shows 
Punch triumphs over everyone 
except the jester, hence the 
phrase “as pleased as Punch.”

Wherever there is a 
Punch and Judy show, it attracts 
a crowd. The performers are all 
puppets, except for the dog, 
Toby, which is usually live.
